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‘Ban on traveller camps 
is safeguarding citizens’ 


Council leader defends decision to extend controversial injunction until 2020

THE leader of Harlow Council 
said a renewed injunction to ban 
unauthorised traveller sites has 
residents’ “best interests at 
heart”. 

Councillor Jon Clempner, part 
of the ruling Labour group, was 
dubbed “the most hated man in 
Harlow” after pushing for the 
injunction, but said the move was 
never an attack on travellers. 

This week he helped secure a 
renewed court deal giving author¬ 
ities the power to move on trav¬ 
ellers from unauthorised sites 
until June 14, 2020. 


He said: “In the 18-month peri¬ 
od (before the injunction was 
granted in December 2015) we had 
more than 100 unauthorised 
encampments. 

“Harlow is a small area and it 
had a massive impact on the com¬ 
munity. 

Problem 

“Once we had to close a special 
school (because of disruption 
caused by encampments) and it 
was a big problem. 

“There have been nine in the 18 
months after that and all of those 
were moved on very quickly. It has 
been very successful and the 
judge recognised that.” 


The renewed injunction stops 
40 named people from setting up 
encampments on any land in Har¬ 
low and protects 322 vulnerable 
sites. 

The former Comet site has been 
one of the most problematic in the 
time the injunction has been act¬ 
ive and has been added to the list 
of protected places along with five 
extra names. 

Mr Clempner said three years 
is “a long time” for a temporary 
injunction, even though the coun¬ 
cil had been pushing for four 
more years. 

He added: “The council has 
asked the Government for a 
change in law for the powers to do 


the job properly. That has not 
happened yet. 

“We will continue to pressure 
the Home Office. 

“There needs to be wider pro¬ 
vision for the county as a whole 
for permanent traveller sites. 
Harlow has done its bit, we have 
two permanent sites for travel¬ 
lers.” 

“It was never about targeting 
travellers,” he added. “We will do 
what is needed to safeguard Har¬ 
low citizens. 

“A traveller group was unhappy 
about it but in the three occasions 
we were in court no one contested 
the injunction. 

“They were not happy but I 


would not describe it as a back¬ 
lash. 

“I would not put it in political 
terms. There were some people 
who (in 2015) wanted to make a 
political point. 

“People were offensive. It took 
political courage and leadership 
to drive that through and not 
everybody was happy about that. 

Uneasy 

“Some of our partners were 
uneasy. We had to have some 
frank exchanges of views with 
Essex County Council. 

“This has Harlow’s best 
interests at heart. In the 18 
months I have had personal abuse 


and got called the most hated man 
in Harlow. 

“I have had to let a lot of that 
slide over me and do what’s right 
for Harlow.” 

Harlow’s geography and the 
number of green spaces in the 
town made it a target, according 
to the council leader, which was 
why the authority was the first to 
act but other towns could follow. 

Mr Clempner said: “A lot of 
other authorities are considering 
it. It is clear there are areas where 
the same individuals are moving 
around.” 

Breaching the injunction is an 
offence that could lead to a cus¬ 
todial sentence.

Alert after suspicious 
package found in toilet 


THE Harvey Centre was 
evacuated when a suspect 
package was found inside the 
men’s toilets. 

Hundreds of shoppers and 
retailers were marched out of 
the popular Harlow mall by 
security staff and waited outside 
for around 45 minutes on 
Tuesday. 

Residents were told the 
evacuation was not a drill and 
Essex Police attended the scene 
but the package was found to not 
be harmful. 

A spokesman from the Harvey 
Centre said: “The police were 
called immediately to deal with 
the matter. The package was not 
hazardous and the centre is now 
open and running as usual.” 

An Essex Police spokesman 
added: “Officers attended and 
determined it was not a 
suspicious device and there is no 
risk to the public.” 

Retail staff knew little about 


why they had been evacuated but 
were mostly not alarmed when 
told to drop everything and move 
outside. 

George Simm, manager of 
women’s clothes shop Georgi, 
said: “Security asked everyone to 
go outside. They did not say 
anything else. 

“I went and stood outside. I 
was there between 20 minutes 
and half an hour.” 

Jon Richens, an employee of 
PC Fix, added: “We went outside 
and it was like any other fire 
drill. After 20 minutes some 
began to feel a bit nervous but it 
was never a fear.” 

Tom Pead, who works for 
Marquee Models, said: “A 
Harvey Centre employee stuck 
their head in and said this is not 
a drill. Everyone walked outside. 

“I have to say I was a little 
nervous but everyone was 
laughing and joking, in good 
spirits.” 


Dealer caught in drugs 
den ‘playing with baby’ 

Baker jailed for three and a half years after police raid

A BAKER has been jailed for running 
a Class A drugs operation in Harlow, 
despite claiming he was just playing 
with a baby when police found him in 
a room strewn with over £1,000 worth 
of heroin and crack cocaine. 

Ishmail Kelly, 24, and from Cam¬ 
berwell, was sentenced to three years 
and six months in prison at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court on Friday June 9, 
after a two-day Chelmsford Crown 
Court trial in which he was found to 
have possessed heroin and crack 
cocaine with intent to supply. 

Police raided a house in Longfield 
on January 12 and entered a room 
rented by the defendant’s cousin, 
Ajaun Riley, who pleaded guilty to the 
same charges brought against Kelly, 
an employee of Tasty Bakery in Cat- 
ford. 

PC Gary Spinks and DC Jake Eth- 



Chelmsford Crown Court 

eridge found Riley bagging up drugs 
on a bed, where Kelly was also sitting 
with five wraps of heroin and one of 
crack cocaine in his pocket. 


In total, the room contained 96 
wraps of crack cocaine and 24 of 
heroin, altogether weighing just over 
11 grams and valued at over £1,000. 


A woman and a girl aged around one 
were also present in the room, where 
£1,620 in cash was found. Kelly 
claimed he did not know the woman or 
the parents of the baby. 

During his trial, Kelly told the court 
he did not see any drugs despite sitting 
on a bed covered in crack cocaine 
rocks which were being wrapped up 
by his cousin. 

Playing 

He said: “It was of no interest to me. 
I was on the phone and playing with 
the baby.” 

The defendant claimed he put the 
wraps of Class As in his pocket 
because the baby had reached out to 
grab them. 

When asked in his police interview 
why he was concerned about the child 
touching the wraps if he did not know 
what they were, Kelly said: “I didn’t 
want the baby putting something in its 
mouth.”

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Anger online at 
condition of 
horses prompts 
an RSCPA visit 


Inspection after web images went viral

THE RSPCA has taken action 
after shocking images of poorly 
horses on Harlow Common were 
widely seen on social media. 

An ill and malnourished mare 
and foal were seen struggling in 
the heat last week, prompting 
cries for authorities to help. 

This latest incident follows 
more than 6,000 signing a petition 
to “stop inhumane treatment of 
equestrian on common land” and 
the RSPCA and Harlow Council 
expressing concern. 

A 38-year-old Harlow woman, 
who did not wish to be named, put 
the pictures on Facebook group 
Spotted in Harlow to raise aware¬ 
ness and her post was shared 500 
times. 


She said: “The mare was ema¬ 
ciated and the foal had diarrhoea. 
The same person owned both of 
them. The RSPCA came out and 
saw them both. It has been sorted 
out now.” 

She added: “I have reported (ill- 
looking horses) to the RSPCA on a 
number of occasions. It happens 
every year.” 

Graphic 

Earlier this year a graphic 
image of a horse lying dead in 
Pinnacles, Harlow, provoked a 
similar online response as calls 
continue for more action. 

Emma Spicer, of Cheshunt, 
said: “They are up by the Harlow 
grass verges. They are so thin and 
underweight, they are stumbling 
around and have matted hair. 

“This is a shocking disgrace.” 


The RSPCA (Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals) responded to this latest 
incident by sending an inspector 
round on Sunday, June 11. 

The horse’s owner was advised 
by a vet to provide treatment and 
to call for help if the animal’s 
condition did not improve. 

A spokesman from the charity 
said: “We are aware of concerns 
for horses on Harlow Common 
and we have been working with 
the police and other welfare char¬ 
ities. The RSPCA takes all com¬ 
plaints about animal welfare 
seriously and where possible try 
to work with owners to make life 
better for animals. 

“We are really grateful to those 
who are concerned for the welfare 
of these horses, and take the time 
to contact us.”

No jail for dad 
over sex images 
of children 


Married man was ‘exploring his sexuality’

A HARLOW man who admitted 
possessing indecent images of 
children avoided jail after he said 
he was just “exploring his 
sexuality”. 

Christian Gadd, 45, of Lawrence 
Moorings, Harlow, previously 
pleaded guilty to three indict¬ 
ments - making three category A 
images, three category B images 
and seven category C images. 

Laptop 

All the incriminating material 
was found on Gadd’s laptop, taken 
by police after a search on August 
22 last year. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
last Wednesday, June 14, that 
Gadd, a married father, had 
claimed he only intended to look 
at adult pornography and was 
“exploring his sexuality”. 

Miles Trigg, prosecuting, told 
the court: “There were images of 
pornographic nature. 


“He denied accessing indecent 
images but did concede he was 
using his laptop to view 
pornography.” 

A thorough analysis of his 
laptop found Gadd had entered 
‘teen’ as a search term, but the 
court heard he said he only inten¬ 
ded to see images of people aged 18 
and over. 

A lengthy discussion followed 
as to how the images were found 
on Gadd’s computer if he had not 
taken steps to save them or down¬ 
load them. 

It was decided the images had 
popped-up as separate links from 
pornography websites Gadd was 
viewing. 

Peter Hunter, mitigating on 
behalf of Gadd, said: “All 13 pop- 
ups have come up on screen and 
he has clicked them, but there is 
no evidence to show he has 
viewed them ever again. 

“He has lost his job and is work¬ 
ing to save his marriage. 

“He was exploring his sexual¬ 
ity. He also used sites that did not 


require specialist software. 

“I suggest there is no possib¬ 
ility of re-offending.” 

Recorder William Clegg said: 
“This is a rare case where the 
making of category A indecent 
images is not met by a prison 
sentence. 

“However, there are facts of this 
case that have persuaded me to 
follow the recommendation of the 
social inquiry report. 

Not saved 

“I take into account there are 
few images and they have not 
been saved. 

“I accept that they were viewed 
as a result of being re-directed 
from the sites where he was view¬ 
ing pornography.” 

The judge issued an 18 month 
community order and 200 hours of 
unpaid work. 

If he fails to comply he could be 
back in court and sent to prison. 

Gadd re-signed the Sex Offend¬ 
ers Register and will pay a victim 
surcharge.

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Dodgy diesel is 
enough to bring 
vehicles to halt 


Tesco: We’ll cover costs of breakdowns

TESCO has apologised to Harlow 
motorists who filled up with 
dodgy diesel and had to pay for 
repairs. 

Drivers reported their cars los¬ 
ing power and breaking down after 
stopping at the supermarket’s fuel 
station in Church Langley Way, 
Harlow, at the end of May. 

Complainants were initially 
angry at the retail giant, but Tesco 
has now agreed to cover costs of 
repairs, which for some motorists 
amounted to more than £2,000. 

In February last year custom¬ 
ers reported having to fork out for 
repairs after filling up at the 
Church Langley branch, but that 
time Tesco found no problems 
with the fuel. 

Harlow resident Wanda Owen 
said: “When I entered the fore¬ 
court (on May 25) there was a 
handwritten note saying several 
pumps were closed for diesel. 

“I found an open pump and 
filled up. As I left my car lost 
power and went into limp mode. I 


got to the nearest garage who 
confirmed it was a fuel issue.” 

Ms Owen’s car was towed to a 
garage in Waltham Cross who 
removed, drained and cleaned the 
fuel tank at a cost of £2,000. 

She was left without a car for 
two weeks while it was being 
repaired. Tesco initially told some 
customers there was not a prob¬ 
lem with the fuel. 

Compensate 

After hearing Tesco had agreed 
to compensate, she added: “Tesco 
telephoned me and agreed there 
was a problem on the day. 

“They asked for all invoices and 
receipts to be sent to them and 
they would contact us with a set¬ 
tlement offer. 

“We feel badly treated as Tesco 
first dismissed our claims and 
denied there was a problem.” 

Gina Kleinhans, 38, of Rushton 
Grove, Harlow, filled up on Friday, 
May 26, and needed to pay £700 for 
a new fuel injector and fuel filter 
after her car broke down shortly 
after. 

After the incident, she said: 


“I’m angry because they haven’t 
admitted liability when the same 
thing has happened to lots of 
people who used the garage on the 
same day. 

“They fobbed me off with saying 
they tested the fuel but I’ve no way 
of knowing if it was the fuel that 
was put into my car as they never 
asked for a sample of it. It was too 
much of a coincidence for this to 
happen to at least ten other people 
who used the same garage.” 

A Tesco spokesman said: “We 
temporarily closed the diesel 
pumps at our Harlow, Church 
Langley Petrol Station while we 
investigated a reported issue with 
the fuel. 

“We are in the process of con¬ 
tacting all customers who have 
come forward to say that they 
have been affected and where we 
are found to have been at fault we 
will of course cover the reason¬ 
able costs of any repairs needed. 
We would like to apologise to cus¬ 
tomers.” 

The diesel pumps have been 
reopened following testing and 
investigation. 



Pet death blamed on poison 


A HARLOW woman is warning 
pet owners after her cat died 
from a “deliberate,” anti-freeze 
poisoning. 

Emily Wadding of Orchard 
Croft, Harlow, has now lost six 
cats in three years in similar 
circumstances after her ginger 
feline Prince was put to sleep on 
Sunday (June 18). 

She said: “I found my cat at 
the bottom of my fence crying 
out loudly and clearly very 
distressed. My cat was rushed to 
the vets and put on a drip. 

“We were told we would be 
contacted once they knew what 
was wrong but deep down I 
already knew. 

“My cat had been poisoned 


with anti-freeze. This is my sixth 
cat in the last three years to have 
been poisoned and had to be put 
to sleep.” 

Ms Wadding said cats are 
being targeted in the area by 
people leaving out anti-freeze. 

Fatal 

If consumed by animals anti¬ 
freeze can often prove fatal. 

Ms Wadding said: “It shuts 
down all their organs, slowly and 
painfully, starting with the liver. 

“Crystals appear in the urine 
which is a tell-tale sign to the 
vets that anti-freeze has been 
used. 

“When my first cat was 
poisoned he appeared to be 


staggering, head hung low, 
disorientated and eyes and eye 
lids half-open and half-shut. All 
of these are the symptoms of 
anti-freeze poisoning.” 

She added: “People should be 
made aware there is a problem 
in Harlow and especially in my 
area.” 

A spokesman from the RSPCA 
said: “Anti-freeze poisoning can 
cause pain, suffering, distress 
and ultimately, death. 

“Poisoning cats can constitute 
a criminal offence. 

“Under the Animal Welfare 
Act 2006 the maximum penalty 
for anyone found guilty is up to 
six months imprisonment and/ 
or a £20,000 fine.”

Fairground pair charged 
over death of 7-year-old 

Youngster was crushed to death while playing on a bouncy castle 



Summer Grant was crushed to death

TWO fairground workers have 
been charged in connection with 
the death of a seven-year-old girl 
who was crushed to death on a 
bouncy castle. 

Summer Grant suffered serious 
injuries while playing on the 
inflatable which was swept ‘some 
distance’ at a funfair in Harlow on 
March 26, 2016. 

The youngster, from Norwich, 
was taken to the nearby Princess 
Alexandra Hospital but died a few 
hours later. 

Shelby Thurston, 25, and Wil¬ 
liam Thurston, 28, both fair¬ 
ground employees, of Wilburton, 
Cambridgeshire, were arrested in 
connection with the investiga¬ 
tion. 

More than a year after Sum¬ 
mer’s death, the pair have been 
charged with manslaughter by 
gross negligence. 

They are also accused of failing 
to discharge a general health and 
safety duty under the Health and 
Safety at Work Act. 

Both will appear at Chelmsford 
Magistrates’ Court on July 19. 

Detectives are continuing their 
enquiries and are trying to trace a 
witness who was near the fair¬ 


ground rides at the time of the 
incident. He is described as a 
young black man, believed to be 
aged in his teens. 

Following the tragedy, Sum¬ 
mer’s mother Cara Blackie said 
she was “truly heartbroken” at 
the loss of her “bright, beautiful 
and most loving little girl”. 

Summer’s father Lee Grant 
described her as “the most happy, 
polite and beautiful girl in the 
world”. 

Some 200 people paid tribute to 
Summer at a vigil held at Harlow 
Town Park in April last year. 

Information 

Punam Malhan from the Crown 
Prosecution Service in the East of 
England said: “I have advised 
Essex Police to charge Shelby and 
William Thurston with gross neg¬ 
ligence manslaughter following 
the death of seven-year-old Sum¬ 
mer Grant on a bouncy castle at a 
funfair in Harlow in March 2016. 

“They have also each been 
charged with a health and safety 
offence. 

“Mr and Mrs Thurston will 
appear at Chelmsford Magis¬ 
trates’ Court next month. 

“May I remind all concerned 
that Shelby and William Thurston 
have a right to a fair trial. 


“It is very important that there 
should be no reporting, comment¬ 
ary or sharing of information 
online which could in any way 


prejudice these proceedings.” 

Essex Police previously con¬ 
firmed the Health and Safety 
Executive are also looking into 


the circumstances of the young¬ 
ster’s death.

A DRUG runner has escaped jail 
after he admitted possessing 
crack cocaine and heroin. 

Suraj Lohia, 26, of Ward 
Avenue, Grays, was pulled over 
on February 6 by police in 
Harlow who found heroin and 
crack cocaine worth £145 in his 
car. 

He previously pleaded guilty 
to two charges of possession 
with intent to supply. 

Recorder William Clegg 
sentenced him to an 18-month 
prison term, suspended for two 
years, at Chelmsford Crown 
Court last Wednesday, June 14. 

The court heard Lohia told 
Essex Police he was going to 
Harlow town centre but his sat 
nav system revealed he was on 
trips to several addresses in the 
town. 

Phone 

While the police were in the 
car, the defendant’s phone rang 
with the number of a known 
drug group flashing up. Further 
examinations revealed Lohia 
had received detailed 
instructions to deliver drugs. 
Police found the drugs in food 
wrapping in the car’s boot. 

Shade Abiodeon, mitigating on 
behalf of Lohia, said: “He has 
been struggling financially and 
made some wrong decisions. 

“Things started to spiral out of 
control three years ago. He has 
an elderly and disabled mother, 
who relies on his care.” 

He must also serve 160 hours 
of community service and pay a 
victim surcharge.

A HARLOW residential street 
has been branded ‘unfit for 
purpose’ by residents because of 
hazardous surfaces and poor 
driving standards. 

Essex County Council has 
committed to repairing Momples 
Road this year following 
complaints and for some 
residents improvements cannot 
come soon enough. 

John Curry, of Old Orchard, 
Harlow, said he has given up 
cycling along Momples Road 
because “It is no longer fit for 
purpose”.

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Council swift to allay concerns in 
wake of Grenfell Tower tragedy 


High-rise flats regularly inspected and comply with safety legislation, says authority

HARLOW Council has attemp¬ 
ted to reassure residents living 
in tower blocks about the fire 
safety measures in place fol¬ 
lowing the major fire at Gren¬ 
fell Tower in London last 
week. 

Following the fire the council 
has said that fire safety is a top 
priority and that the council 
works closely with the Essex 
Fire and Rescue Service to reg¬ 
ularly review fire safety. 

The Essex Fire and Rescue 
Service has approved the 
approach the council takes 
towards its tower blocks, sup¬ 
ported housing and temporary 
accommodation. 

So, what fire safety measures 
are in place for Harlow’s 14 
tower blocks? 

Fire safety risk assessments 
are completed every two years 
in line with legislation, where 
all outcomes are prioritised 
and included in the council’s 
annual programme of works. 

Council officers carry out 
both weekly and monthly 
inspections of tower blocks and 
any actions are recorded and 
dealt with as a priority, includ¬ 
ing the removal of any flam¬ 
mable materials stored in 
communal stairwells and 
areas, such as dumped rubbish, 
as well as checking evacuation 
arrangements and the position 
of signage. 

Inspections 

There are no outstanding 
actions from any recent 
inspections. 

Each tower block has a fire 
safety action plan which is pub¬ 
lished on the council’s website 
with guidance posted on 
noticeboards in communal 
areas. 

All new tenants and lease¬ 
holders are given a copy of 
these plans. 

Netteswell and Penny mead 
tower blocks have fire alarms 
which are tested regularly. 


Installing fire alarms in all 
tower blocks has not been iden¬ 
tified as a requirement from 
fire risk assessments. 

Smoke detectors are fitted 
within every council home and 
serviced annually. 

Some homes also have heat 
detectors as well as smoke 
detectors. 

Communal doors and intern¬ 
al doors to flats are fire res¬ 
istant and these are renewed as 
required following fire risk 
assessments. 

Emergency lighting and 
lighting conductors within 
tower blocks are part of the 
council’s regular inspection 
programme and are compliant 
and certificated. 

Cladding 

Of the 14 high-rise tower 
blocks only Brenthall Towers 
has had cladding fitted, in the 
late 1990s. 

This cladding is made out of 
solid, non-combustible mater¬ 
ials, with the system and mater¬ 
ials complying with building 
regulations. 

The design of the cladding is 
not the same design as used on 
Grenfall Tower. 

Council housing officers will 
be delivering letters providing 
reassurance to all tower block 
residents next week and 
information and advice will 
also appear in the next edition 
of the council’s magazine Har¬ 
low Times. 

Councillor Mark Wilkinson, 
portfolio holder for housing, 
said: “My heartfelt thoughts 
and sympathies are with every¬ 
one affected by this awful 
tragedy in North Kensington. 

“The local community there 
and across the country, includ¬ 
ing the Harlow community, are 
doing what they can to support 
the families affected. 

“We know this tragic event is 
likely to concern our tower 
block residents so we want to 
provide reassurance at this 
time on the measures we have 
in place.

“Our fire safety plans are 
always under review and we 
will continue to work closely 
with the Essex Fire and Rescue 
Service to ensure the safety of 
residents living in our tower 
blocks.

Principal admits there are ‘challenges’

THE principal of Sir Charles Kao 
University Technical College 
(UTC) said a ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’ result in their first Ofsted 
inspection was disappointing. 

The technical college in Velizy 
Avenue, Harlow, opened in 
September 2014 and offers courses 
for 14 to 18-year-olds. There is a 
focus on technical subjects to 
meet a skills shortage in the 
region. 

Joined 

Michael McKeaveney, principal 
of the UTC, said: “While this 
judgement is disappointing, what 
it highlights is that we are making 
a clear difference to the young 
people who have joined us. 

“From a strong careers pro¬ 
gramme to the meaningful des¬ 
tinations of our Year 13 leavers, 


we are clearly preparing students 
for life in modern Britain. 

“As the report identifies, we 
have had some challenges and are 
already making changes to secure 
a more positive judgement in 
future and we look forward to the 
positive results in their next 
visit.” 

Ofsted inspectors visited the 
UTC, which shares a site with 
Harlow College, on Tuesday, April 
25, and published the report on 
Thursday, June 8. 

The report states the centre 
requires improvement in overall 
effectiveness and all five key 
areas of inspection. 

These are: Effectiveness of lead¬ 
ership and management, quality 
of teaching, learning and assess¬ 
ment, personal development, 
behaviour and welfare, outcomes 
for students and 16-19 study pro¬ 
grammes. 

John Randall, lead inspector, 


wrote: “Leaders have not done 
enough to ensure the teaching, 
learning and assessment are good 
across all subjects. Therefore stu¬ 
dents learning is not consistent. 

“Leaders have not acted 
quickly enough to prevent out¬ 
comes being too low and below the 
government floor standards in 
2016. 

Vocational 

“The good progress students 
make in their vocational learning 
in the sixth form is not matched in 
a range of other academic sub¬ 
jects.” 

Dr Paul Westlake, chairman of 
governors, said: “The Ofsted 
report contains many positive 
comments about the UTC but a 
number of areas where rapid 
improvement is required. 

“The governors and leadership 
of the UTC are working hard to 
deliver such improvement.”

Firefighters check safety 
in wake of high-rise blaze 


ESSEX County Fire and Rescue 
Service will visit every high-rise 
residential building in Essex 
following the catastrophic Grenfell 
Tower fire in London last week. 

In the early hours of Wednesday, 
June 14 morning, the London Fire 
Service were confronted with one of 
the biggest and most dangerous 
residential fires in history, with 79 
people now either confirmed or 
presumed dead. 

To reassure residents in high-rise 
flats across Essex, teams of 
firefighters and community officers 
will be visiting all 270 high-rise 
buildings in Essex - starting with the 
tallest properties that are over 10 
floors high. 

The fire service will speak to the 
residents and reassure them that the 
buildings are safe, along with further 


fire safety advice. 

The service’s technical fire safety 
team will also be visiting the 
buildings to check their fire risk 
assessments. 

The service’s acting chief fire 
officer Adam Eckley said: “We have 
organised dozens of teams across 
Essex consisting of firefighters, 
community safety teams and 
volunteers to visit every single high- 
rise block of flats. 

“The teams will talk to the 
residents and give them reassurance 
and safety advice and also answer 
any specific fire safety concerns they 
have. 

“I want to reassure the high-rise 
residents of Essex that as a fire 
service we will be doing everything 
we can to make them feel safer in 
their homes.”

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The series was shot on location 
in the French Riviera. How did 
you find that experience? 

IT was amazing. It was such a 
privilege and a delight to be living 
there for seven months. I would live 
there permanently if I could. 

It's just a lovely place in all 
seasons.

Are you a fashion fan and did 
you keep any of the clothes 
worn by your character 
Georgina? 

I DID purchase some of the 
clothing and there was a store 
nearby that had beautifully curated 
designer clothing that would 
become my temptation. 

I'm becoming interested in 
fashion more and more. I appreci¬ 
ate very well made clothing. I do 
appreciate beautiful design and 
really well-made manufactured 
clothing. I treat it almost like art. 


Billionaire lifestyles, double-dealing and corruption - MARION McMULLEN finds 
out how Julia Stiles dived into the world of the filthy rich for crime thriller Riviera 


Georgina is an expert curator. 
Did you learn a lot about the art 
world while making the series? 

I WAS curious about how you price 
art and so I did some research in 
preparation for the show by 
speaking to some curators and 
dealers about how that works. That 
was really interesting to me. 

What kind of art do you have in 
your home? 

I FIND the business side of the art 
market interesting but it's not what I 
would put in my home. 

I really like pieces that have 
sentimental value to me. For 
instance I have a piece of graffiti art 
that I got from the last lason Bourne 
movie. I like things like that, that 
provoke memories or are inspiring. 

Property aside, what has been 
your most extravagant 
purchase? 

I SPEND more of my money on 
experiences like travel, but I bought 
a piano, even though I don't really 
even play the piano. I bought it with 
the intention of learning! 

The crime thriller has many 
great writers, including The 
Crying Game Oscar winner Neil 
Jordan and John Banville. What 
were your first impressions of 
the script? 

I REMEMBER thinking that it was 
very poetic in a way that I hadn't 
seen in a screenplay before. It was 


really intriguing and I loved the 
setting. 

There's such a nice contrast 
between what the characters are 
going through and what they're 
doing versus the beautiful, 
glamorous setting of the Riviera. 

To what extent do you build up 
a back story for the character 
of Georgina? 

I ONLY really build up a back story 
or flesh out details of things that I 
think are going to apply on screen 
and are relevant to the story we are 
telling. 

So for, example, what happens to 
a character on her fifth birthday 
probably doesn’t matter, but in this 
situation, knowing where Georgina 
came from in terms of her educa¬ 
tion, her upbringing, wealth and 
class I thought was relevant. 

Her relationship with her father 
was relevant because she talks 
about it a little bit and I think it 
affects her view, in hindsight, of her 
marriage. 

So that was something that I 
thought through more with the 
writers than I would have perhaps 
done on another show. 

Was it exciting to be able to 
explore the character in depth 
over 10 episodes? 

YES, I’ve never 
worked 


thing for this long and never played 
a character for this amount of 
screen time, so inevitably you get to 
do more. 

I was really excited at how much I 
got to do with Georgina. It’s really 
rare. It's a privilege to play a 
sophisticated lead in a show and 
have the opportunity to play her in 
all different situations. At times she 
is naive and at other times she is 
cunning. 

How would you describe her 
relationship with her husband's 
family? 

FRAUGHT. She's not really 
welcome in the family. Her position 
is very threatened and there isn't 
much love among the people who 
are forced to be together after her 
husband Constantine's death. 

Did you enjoy working with such 
an ensemble cast including 
Lena Olin, Adrian Lester and 
Anthony LePaglia? 

IT was fantastic. 

They’re all so talented. 

It was a delight working 
with Lena Olin in 
particular. 

She's such a formidable 
woman. And the actors 
who play the Clios 
children were all unique 


were doing, which was important 
on the show. 

Was it the first time you had 
met many of your fellow 
castmates? 

YES, it was the first time I'd met any 
of them. 

I also had many scenes with 
Adrian Lester, who not only 
directed us in two episodes but is 
such a talented actor and a fun and 
kind person to be around. I really 
enjoyed my scenes with him and I 
enjoyed being directed by him too. 

What characteristics of Geor¬ 
gina's do you most admire? 

HER resilience. One question that 
would come up is 'why doesn't she 
just leave?' 

Of course there would be no 
show if she did but she insists on 
fighting for her understanding of 
her marriage, her understanding of 
what happens and also her position 
in the household. I admire that. I 
think that takes a lot of strength and 
courage.

The odd couple 


HAMPSTEAD (12A)

C ast in the same mould 
as Richard Curtis’ rom 
com Notting Hill, 
Hampstead is a twee 
tale of star-crossed 
lovers across the social divide, 
who find common ground in a 
court case over squatters’ 
rights in verdant and des-res 
London NW3. 

Robert Festinger’s script is 
loosely inspired by the true 
story of a homeless Irishman 
called Harry Hallowes, who 
won title deeds worth two 
million pounds after living in a 
tumbledown wooden shack on 
Hampstead Heath for two 
decades. 

Jaw-dropping truth is 
interwoven with sugar-coated 
fiction in Joel Hopkins’ 
rose-tinted picture, which 
engineers romance between a 
socially awkward hermit and 
an American expat widow. 

It’s a chocolate box laden 
with first world problems and 
impeccably tailored strife. 

We are supposed to muster 
sympathy for the heroine 
because she has been left in 
dire financial straits by her 


philandering husband. 

How does she cope with the 
stress of possible eviction? 

By window shopping a 
designer grey beret with an 
eye-watering £120 price tag. 

Oh woe is her. 

Diane Keaton and Brendan 
Gleeson catalyse only the 
faintest flickers of sexual 
chemistry as the plot meanders 
towards its life-affirming 
resolution. 

En route there are flashes of 
earthy humour like when a 
rival for Keaton’s affections 
feebly brandishes a ukulele as 
a weapon and Gleeson barks: 
“What are you going to do? 


Strum me to death?!” 

A terribly polite plucking is 
more likely. 

It has been a year since 
Emily Walters (Keaton) lost her 
no-good husband Charles and 
she has channelled her grief 
and rage into volunteer work at 
a local charity shop. 

Other female residents of her 
apartment block, led by busy 
body Fiona (Lesley Manville), 
include Emily in their social 
gatherings and offer withering 
advice on remarrying at the 
earliest opportunity. 

“If you wait too long, you 
shrivel up like some imported 
apricot sitting on the shelf in 


Waitrose,” chirps Fiona. 

She sets up Emily with 
creepy accountant James 
Smythe (Jason Watkins), who 
promises to clear the mounting 
debts - “no strings attached”. 

After one uncomfortable 
date, Emily stares through her 
binoculars and spies Donald 
Horner (Gleeson) in his 
woodland retreat. 

She becomes fascinated by 
the foul-tempered misfit and 
worms her way into his simple 
existence to the surprise of her 
well-to-do son, Philip (James 
Norton). 

When greedy property 
developers serve Donald with 
an eviction notice, Emily 
coordinates the Save The 
Shack campaign with other 
do-gooder residents. 

Hampstead is like a glass of 
expensive champagne that has 
lost most of its fizz, yet still 
slips down pleasantly. 

Keaton and Gleeson are an 
attractive odd couple, who are 
more convinced of their 
characters’ suitability than us. 

Watkins is skin-crawling as a 
bean counter with ulterior 
motives and an ensemble of 
British character actors fill out 
the largely forgettable 
supporting roles.

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It's 50 years since five 
brothers brought 
Jacksonmania to the 
music world.

NERSSESSIAN talks 
to Marlon Jackson 
about their success 
and how it all began 



T HE Jackson 5 were the 

original boy band, going on 
to produce one of music's 
biggest pop stars. Child stars 
Jackie, Tito, Jermaine, Marlon 
and Michael hit number one with 
their first four singles I Want You 
Back, ABC, The Love You Share and 
I'll Be There and even had their own 
TV show. 

The brothers from Indiana had an 
average age of 12 when they turned 
professional. Five decades on from 
their first record deal, their youthful 
funky pop-soul continues to grace 
party playlists. 

The longevity of their music is a 
blessing, says a soft-spoken Marlon. 
At 60, he has been part of one of the 
world's most successful groups (on 
and off) for more than 90% of his life. 

He was just 10 when the group was 
first signed in 1967 and he is the 
youngest living member of the 
original line-up. Michael was the 
youngest. 

"It doesn't feel like 50 years at all, 
it's gone so quickly,” he says. "To see 
that people still enjoy the music and 
the fans are still there loving the 
music is an achievement.” 

During the height of Jacksonmania, 
crowds would almost pile up on top 
of each other close to the stage. Early 
footage shows girls climbing 
frantically over seats to get closer, 
with police officers looking alarmed 
nearby. The vibe is a little different 
now, explains Marlon, but he is still 
amazed at the number of youngsters 
they attract. 

"It's like 'How do you know these 
songs?' They weren't even born but 
their mums and dads still play them 
and they fell in love with us and now 
they are playing them for their kids. 
It's amazing." 

The group's ongoing popularity 
means they continue to grace stages 
across the globe. This summer they 
are returning to the UK as part of 
their 50th anniversary celebrations, 
notably making their long-overdue 
debut at Glastonbury. 

It was overnight during the festival 
eight years ago that thousands of 
music fans learned of Michael's 
death. It never gets easier, says 
Marlon. "You never get over it,” he 
adds. "You have to learn to live with 
it. That's how I put it.” 

He remembers their relationship as 
one filled with laughter and, of 
course, dancing. 

"We were the jokers, we were 
always joking and messing around. 
My grandmother used to tell me and 
Michael 'Cut a rug for me, cut a rug!” 

As well as Glastonbury, The 
Jacksons are also playing number of 
other UK dates and a headline slot at 
Newmarket Racecourse as part of 


Jockey Club Live events. 

"My family has been blessed and 
we're trying to unite people together 
as one. Over the years you kind of 
understand everyone wants the same 
thing, and that's peace. I don't care 
where you go, it's true," says Marlon 

"That's still our message today 
because we have a responsibility to 
the next generation. They should 
have a peaceful environment to grow 
up in and it's not happening at the 
moment. 

"It's our responsibility because 


they are the future and, if we instil 
the right beliefs in them by the time 
they get old enough and start ruling, 
trust me those beliefs we instilled 
within them will begin to shine and 
blossom. There's too much emphasis 
on violence and not enough on unity 
and togetherness. 

"That's the message that was 
bestowed upon my family to deliver.” 

He says they were less aware when 
they were children of the attention 
they received. 

"We weren't thinking about the 


accomplishments and the other 
things then. We were just enjoying 
the music and enjoying doing it, 
seeing different people around the 
world, loving the music, spreading 
love and making people happy.” 

And the long career has clearly 
taken its toll. Marlon is adamant he 
won't continue to perform into his 
70s. "Don't forget I've been doing this 
since I was seven, eight years old, 
something like that. You won't see 
me in 10 years or 15 years still," he 
continues, "Nope, no, no way. 


"I will not be performing if I can't 
perform the way I want to perform on 
that stage. I've always said that. That's 
when I'm going to stop because 
you've got to be comfortable and 
you've got to feel like you've done 
your 100 or more percent. 

"Right now I've still got moves," he 
says, clapping his hands. "I can still 
cut a couple of slices for sure.”

T RYING to come to a view 
about the new iPad Pros 
from Apple is a bit like 
trying to decide the 
outcome of a football match 
at half-time - we don't have all the 
information yet. 

Of one thing there is no doubt 
- the new iPad Pros are not just the 
best iPads ever, but they're also the 
best tablet computers anyone has 
made. 

They are magnificent machines, 
beautifully designed and amazingly 
powerful. 

But they are only half the story 
- and the other half won't be 
realised until iOS 11 is released in 
the autumn. 

We've seen a sneak peek of iOS 11 
- the next version of the iPad and 
iPhone operating system - and its 
focus is very clearly on making the 
iPad an even more useful tool. 

It adds so many new features that 
make the iPad better for doing so 
many of the things we think of as 
work. And so many new features 
that will help us do the other things 
we use our iPads for - looking at 
websites, watching videos, playing 
games. Not work. 

But for now all we have are the 
machines themselves running iOS 
10. And they're still mightily 
impressive.

The biggest change to the 
hardware is a brand new size - the 
9.7in iPad Pro is no more, and we 
now have a 10.5in version to go with 
the 12.9in version. 

That 10.5in refers to the screen 
size, of course. The iPad itself is just 
a little bigger than the 9.7in version 
and there's hardly a difference in 
the hand. It's the screen that's 
bigger. And what a screen it is. 

Given that the iPad is fundamen¬ 
tally just a screen, it makes sense 
that the most impressive new tech 
in this new iPad is reserved for that 
area of the device. 

Of course there's excellent battery 
life (up to 10 hours of web surfing 
and watching videos, and only an 
hour less than that if you're using 
the mobile data network). And of 
course there is screaming fast 
performance (faster than a lot of 
laptops, in fact) in the new A10X 
Fusion Apple-made chip. It has six 
cores and offers 30% faster 
performance than its predecessor. 

And of course it has a better 
camera - a 12MP camera capable of 
capturing high resolution images 
and 4I< video. It's the same camera 
you'll find in Apple's latest iPhone 
in fact. 

But it's the iPad's new screen that 
shines. Literally, in some ways. 

For a start it's even brighter and

less reflective, making it easier to 
view even in direct sunlight. 

It also features a new technology 
Apple is calling ProMotion - this 
refers to the number of times the 
screen refreshes each second. 

The new iPad tops out at 120Hz 
- twice the refresh rate of the old 
iPad Pro. This means fast moving 
content appears smoother. 

That's not all, all content looks 
better because the screen is capable 
of varying frame rates, to match the 
rate of the content it's playing. This 
saves on power, too. 

Another knock-on effect of 
ProMotion is the Apple Pencil works 
even better with the iPad Pros - the 
increased frame-rate means there's 
even less lag when drawing, and 
there wasn't much to begin with. 


The TrueTone display, which 
matches the tone of the screen to 
the tone of the outside environ¬ 
ment, makes its debut in the 
bigger iPad Pro this time around - 
in fact feature-wise the two new 
iPads are the same apart from their 
size. 

To round out the offering, Apple 
has also upped the maximum 
storage you can have. You can now 
have an iPad Pro with 512GB of 
storage. 

iOS 11 will bring a new dock (the 
icons at the bottom of the screen), a 
new app called Files to allow easy 
access to all your content, wherever 
it is stored, better multitasking and 
the ability to drag and drop things 
between apps. 

I've always thought the debate 
about whether the iPad was useful 
for “work” was nonsense, anyway. It 
depends, of course, on what kind of 
work you are doing. 

But with a machine like this, 
allied to software like iOS 11, the 
limit to what you can do with an 
iPad, work or not work, has been 
raised considerably. 

It might be the only computer 
you'll ever need.

IT has not been a good week for Uber 
boss Travis Kalanick. The man behind 
the company that has infuriated 
Black Cab drivers everywhere has 
taken a leave of absence from the 
company after a series of scandals 
and mis-steps. 

It's not known when he will return. 

Uber's year has gone from bad to 
worse amid allegations of sexual 
harassment, a lawsuit from Google's 
parent company alleging theft of its 
technology, and the notorious video 
of Travis himself arguing with one of 
his own drivers about pay and 
conditions. 

A report by the company itself 
suggested the CEO's responsibilities 
be "reviewed and reallocated”. 

So Travis is gone for now, and Uber 
faces a long hard slog to rebuild its 
reputation. 

FACEBOOK and 
Twitter's week 
has been a 
cakewalk 
compared to 
Uber's - even 
though new 
studies from 
the University 
of Oxford into 
online propaganda said the services 
are being used to manipulate public 
opinion. 

In Russia, the study finds, almost 
45% of all highly active Twitter 
accounts are actually hots churning 
out mis-information and propaganda 
designed to mislead and manipulate 
the way people think. 

The professor of internet studies at 
the university, Philip Howard, said 
that in the nine countries studied, 
including the UK and the US, the lies 
and misinformation found in tradi¬ 
tional propaganda were widespread 
across social media, and its distribu¬ 
tion is supported by the algorithms 
Facebook and Twitter use to surface 
popular content. 

The techniques used, the report 
said, were first used by the Russian 
government, which flooded social 
networks with support for President 
Vladimir Putin to effectively drown 
out dissenting voices. 

In other words, don't believe 
everything you read, and even less of 
what you read on social networks.

FORGET your regular takeaway - here's 
how to serve up an impressive platter of 
this favourite Indian dish at home. 

INGREDIENTS (Serves 2) 

250g boneless chicken breast, cubed or sliced: 
tetsp ground turmeric: tetsp carom seeds (also 
known as ajwain, available from Tesco); %tsp garam 
masala; VHtsp chilli powder, to taste 
3 /4tsp garlic and ginger paste (see recipe panel 
right); 2tbsp finely chopped coriander; white of 1 
small egg; 65g chickpea flour (or gram flour, 
available from Tesco); sparkling water; rapeseed oil, 
for deep-frying; salt; lemon wedges, onion rings 
and lettuce, to serve 

1. For the chicken: Place the meat in a 
bowl and mix with the turmeric, carom, 
garam masala, chilli powder and a little 
salt, so that the meat is evenly coated. Let 
this sit for about 20 minutes. 

2. Stir in the garlic and ginger paste, 
coriander and the egg white. Now start 
adding the chickpea flour a little at a time, 
coating the meat, adding a splash of 
sparkling water from time to time. Con¬ 
tinue until all the flour is used up and it has 
the consistency of ketchup. 

3. Heat enough oil for deep-frying in a 
deep, heavy-based pan or deep-fat fryer, to 
between 170°C and 180°C. Using a wire 
mesh spoon, slowly lower the pakora into 
the hot oil. You may need to fry in batches 
and cooking times will depend on the size 
of your chicken chunks, but it should take 
only a few minutes to cook through. 

4. Serve with lettuce, onion rings and 
lemon wedges. 



Dan Toombs likes curry - a lot - that's why he's called The Curry Guy. Here, he 
shares his passion and tells KEELEY BOLGER about his debut cookbook 

Currying favour for 
family mealtimes 


C ALIFORNIAN Dan 

Toombs' introduction to 
curry houses didn't 
come until he was 22, 
when he worked in a 
Croydon pub while on a student 
visa. 

A few trips to the local 
establishment and he was 
hooked. "I'd never tried Indian 
food because it just wasn't 
available over there at that time 
- it is now - and I loved it,'' says 
the enthusiast, who now lives in 
North Yorkshire. "I've been trying 
to make it ever since.'' 

He scoured his home state in 
the United States for Indian food 
but his searches came up short. 
So, when he made a permanent 
move to the UK in 1993, the 
studious hunt for the perfect 
curry resumed - with Dan 
meeting chefs to find out their 


secrets, setting up his blog The 
Curry Guy and later starting his 
year-long curry challenge. 

And his debut cookbook, The 
Curry Guy, in which he pools his 
knowledge from years of diligent 
curry-eating, and his quest, 
which he, his wife and three 
children took part in, brings the 
diversity of the cuisine into sharp 
focus. 

"People say, 'I'm going out for 
a curry' but that might mean 
you're going out for tandoori 
chicken or a dosa or a fruit lassi. 
We might have fruit lassis in the 
morning and a barbecue in the 
evening. It's never boring." 

The variety of the cuisine put 
the family's taste buds to the test 
and Dan is convinced their 
success shows there's a curry for 
everybody. 

"One thing I say is that these 


recipes are the way I make them 
at home, but there's no reason 
why you can't do them 
however you want. 

"Sauces all have different 
heat levels. Madras is going 
to be hotter than a tikka masala 
sauce, but don't not eat madras 
just because you don't love spicy 
food - just don't put as much 
chilli in it. There are so many 
nice flavours in each of those 
different sauces, 
there's no reason 
why you have to 
ruin it for yourself. 

"It's really easy to 
heat up a curry - all 
you have to do is add 
chillies. But once it's 
too spicy, it's really hard 
to cool it down, so just be 
sensible with your cooking 
and you'll be fine.”

PRAWNS AND 


PINEAPPLE 



INGREDIENTS (SERVES 2) 

6 garlic cloves, unpeeled;! 
pineapple; 1/2 tsp roasted 
cumin seeds; 4 fresh green 
chillies, very finely chopped; 

4tbsp chopped coriander, 
plus extra to serve; 2tbsp 
rapeseed oil; Itsp mustard 
seeds; V 2 onion, finely 
chopped; Itbsp garlic paste; 
cassia leaves (also known as 
Indian bay leaves, available from 
Amazon); Itsp ground cumin; Itsp 
chilli powder V 2 tsp ground turmeric; 

1 tomato, chopped; 2tbsp tomato puree; 
500g raw prawns, shelled and deveined; 
juice of 1 lime; salt. 

Naans or chapattis, to serve 

METHOD: 

1. Roast the garlic cloves directly 


over a gas hob flame on a skewer 
or a dry frying pan until blackened 
all over. Set aside to cool. 

2. Cut the pineapple in half 
lengthways and scoop out most of 
the flesh. Place the scooped-out 
pineapple in a blender, add the 


cumin seeds and 
half a teaspoon of 
salt, and squeeze the 
roasted garlic out of 
their skins into the 
blender. Blend to a 
paste then transfer to 
a bowl. 

3. Add the chillies 
and chopped 
coriander to the 
pineapple paste and 
mix well. Reserve two 
tablespoons for the 
curry and store the rest 
in the fridge until ready to serve. 

4. Heat the oil in a large saucepan 
over a high heat and add the 
mustard seeds. When they begin 
to pop, reduce the heat to 
medium-high and add the onion 


along with a pinch of salt. 

5. Fry until translucent and soft, 
then stir in the garlic paste and fry 
for a further 30 seconds. 

6. Add four tablespoons of water, 
the cassia leaves, cumin, chilli 
powder, turmeric and the reserved 
two tablespoons of pineapple 
paste. Cook for a further two 
minutes then add the chopped 
tomato and tomato puree. 

7. Throw in the prawns and stir 
into the sauce until cooked 
through. Check for seasoning and 
spoon into the hollowed-out 
pineapples. 

8. Top with chopped coriander 
and a squeeze of lime juice, and 
serve with the spicy pineapple 
paste, and some naans or 
chapattis.

If they begin 
to smoke, take them off the heat. 

2. Tip the warm spices onto a plate and leave to cool, 
then grind to a fine powder in a spice grinder or pestle 
and mortar. Store in an airtight container in a cool, 
dark place and use within two months for optimal 
flavour. 

3. To make the garlic and ginger paste: Place the 
garlic and ginger in a food processor or pestle and 
mortar and blend with just enough water to make a 
smooth paste. Store in an airtight container in the 
fridge for up to three days and use as needed or freeze 
in ice cube trays. 



INGREDIENTS (Serves 4 as a side or 
2 as a main) 

2tbsp coconut or rapeseed oil; Itsp cumin 
seeds; 10 fresh or frozen curry leaves 
(available from good supermarkets); 

1 onion, finely chopped; 1-3 green 
chillies, to taste; A pinch of 
turmeric; Itsp nigella seeds 
(available from most supermar¬ 
kets); 2tbsp garlic and ginger 
paste (see panel left); 20 cherry 
tomatoes, halved; 2 large 
pre-cooked potatoes and 200ml 
of their cooking stock (see below);

2tbsp rapeseed oil; Itbsp ghee (available from good 
supermarkets); Itsp brown mustard seeds; Itbsp 
cumin seeds; 3in piece of cinnamon stick or cassia 
bark; 5 green cardamom pods, lightly bruised; 3 
large onions, finely sliced; 2tbsp garlic and ginger 
paste; 1 x 400g tin chopped tomatoes; Itbsp 
Kashmiri mild chilli powder (available from 
Amazon); Itsp ground turmeric; 500g potatoes, 
peeled and each cut into three; 650ml water;1tbsp 
garam masala; salt and freshly ground pepper 

METHOD: 

1. For the potatoes: heat the oil and ghee 
over a high heat in a large saucepan, then 
throw in the mustard seeds. When they 
begin to pop, reduce the heat to medium- 


high and toss in the cumin seeds, cinna¬ 
mon stick and cardamom pods, and 
temper (flavour) in the oil for a further 30 
seconds. 

2. Stir in the onions and fry for about five 
minutes until soft and translucent, stirring 
regularly, then add the garlic and ginger 
paste and let it sizzle in the oil for about 
one minute. Tip in the tomatoes, chilli 
powder and turmeric, and stir well. 

3. Add the potato pieces and cover with the 
water. Cover and simmer until the potatoes 
are soft and cooked through (about 30 
minutes). Sprinkle with the garam masala 
and salt and pepper to taste, and give it all 


4. For the saag aloo, heat the oil in a 
large wok or frying pan over medium- 
high heat. When it begins to bubble, add 
the cumin seeds and allow to sizzle until 
fragrant. About 30 seconds should do. 

5. Add the curry leaves followed by the 
chopped onion, green chillies, turmeric 
and nigella seeds and continue frying until 
the onion is soft and translucent. Stir in the 
garlic and ginger paste. 

6. Add the cherry tomatoes and mix well. 
Then, add the pre-cooked potatoes and 
their cooking stock and simmer for a few 
minutes until the sauce has thickened and 
the potatoes are heated through. Stir in the 
chopped spinach. 

7. Simmer for another minute or so until 
you are happy with the consistency. 

8. Sprinkle the garam masala over the top 
and season with salt and pepper to taste.

ERIN CARDIFF FINDS OUT 
WHY ICELAND IS IDEAL 
FOR A WELLBEING HOLIDAY 


T HERE is a word in Icelandic 
- gluggaveour - that literally 
translates as window 
weather. You know, the type 
that's bracingly cold to be out 
in but comforting to watch from 
behind a pane? 

I think about it as I sit in the 
glass-fronted Northern Lights Bar of 
ION Adventure Hotel - an hour out of 
Reykjavik - looking out at the almost 
lunar landscape. 

Sure enough, a feeling of cosy 
contentment washes over me and in 
that moment, I know that when it 
comes to wellness breaks, there's no 
better destination than Iceland. 

Though Reykjavik - the country's 
capital - is only a three-hour flight 
from London Gatwick, it may as well 
be a different world. The remarkably 
flat landscape stretches for miles in 
every direction. 

It's barren without being 
boring. And being somewhere so 


up o 4,000 people a day. 

As I float in the 38°C waters, rich in 
natural minerals such as silica and 
sulphur, a complimentary mud mask 
smeared across my face, I reflect on 
my time in Iceland. 

I think about Huldufolk, the 
mythical elfish creatures who many 
locals consider to be fact rather than 
folklore. I smile to myself as I realise 
that, after only a few days here, I 
believe a little more in magic, too. 


vast is oddly calming. 

With so much natural beauty 
on offer, the perfect way to 
unwind in Iceland is to spend 
some time in the great outdoors 
- or several hundred metres 
beneath it. 

I drive half an hour out of 
Reykjavik to embark on the 
world-famous Inside the 
Volcano tour. It starts with a 3km 
trek across a lava field, and with 
thick fog hanging in the air, I can't 
even see the dormant 
Thrihnukagigur volcano until I'm 
mere metres away. 

I'm attached to a rope and harness 
before climbing into the window- 
cleaner-style lift that takes me down 
to see the inner workings of the 
earth. After a six-minute descent, 
we're underground. Though it's still 
only 4°C, it's warmer down here and 
completely silent. Strategically 
placed lights illuminate the rich

magma. 

I'm told by a 
guide that the 
chamber I stand 
in is roughly the 
size of three full 
basketball courts, 
and that the Statue of 
Liberty would 
comfortably fit here. 

This far below the 
world's surface, everyday stresses 
seem so far away. 

One of the oldest and most unique 
breeds in the world, Icelandic horses 
are famed for their strength and 
stamina. Tour company Solhestar 
takes me on an hour-long ride 
through a cluster of craters in a 
5,200-year-old lava field known 
locally as the Raudholar (Red Hills). 

Our pace is slow and steady as we 
journey round winding paths and 
through shallow pools. 

Even though we're right on the 
doorstep of the bustling capital, the 
serene landscape can't help but 
inspire a feeling of relaxation. 

Of course, wellness isn't all about 
nourishing the mind. It's about the 


body, too. 

Fridheimar, a 
family-run farm on 
the touristic Golden 
Circle route (which 
loops around some of 
Iceland's most 
stunning natural 
sights) has opened one 
of its four tomato 
greenhouses to the 
public. Rather than waste tomatoes 
they don't sell, they turn them into 
delicious dishes in an on-site 
restaurant. 

Sat amongst vine leaves, I feast on 
soup, ravioli and tomato ice cream, 
washed down with a Healthy Mary 
made of green tomato, honey, ginger 
and lime. 

As a vegetarian, I relish the novelty 
of being able to eat anything on the 
menu. Everything is fresh, simple 
and downright delicious. 

No visit to Iceland is complete 
without a trip to the Blue Lagoon, 
lust 15 minutes from Keflavik airport, 
it's an ideal entry - or in my case, exit 
- point to the island. One of the 
country's top attractions, it hosts

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Sowing the seeds of love 



GREAT WAYS TO GET 
YOUR KIDS INTO THE 
WONDROUS WORLD 
OF GARDENING I 


ith summer 
here it's a great 
time for fami¬ 
lies to spend 
some time 
together 
outdoors - and 
what better 
place to do this than a garden? There are 
plenty of fun projects, and what's more 
creative than growing something new? 

While the weather's nice, it's the best 
time of year to get children interested in 
this healthy and productive hobby - so 
here are some suggestions... 

Sow some seeds: It might seem a bit 
late in the growing season but 
there are some quick 
seed-to-maturity plants 
that can be planted 
directly outside now. 

You'll need your 
seeds, of course, 
plus a bit of seed 
compost and 
some yoghurt 
cartons or plastic 
bottles cut in half 
with a few drainage 
holes. 

Mustard and cress 

are the most obvious 
things to grow and they 
are still the most magical as 
they'll pop up within a week. You will 
only need some wet cotton wool placed 
in a container to provide the perfect 
growing environment for the seeds. 

Sprinkle them on finely and leave in a 
warm, light place. Use a stencil to 
create animals or stars for brilliant 
seedling shapes. 

Nasturtiums have big seeds that are 
easy to handle and germinate quickly 
to give colourful flowers in yellow, red 
and orange. And they're edible! 
Meanwhile, Nigella damascena, 
Love-in-a-Mist, is an old cottage garden 
favourite that will delight with its 
combination of ferny foliage and pretty 


blue flowers. Its easy germination will 
encourage budding gardeners. 

Sunflower seeds are perfect for kids 
because they are amazed that such a 
massive flower comes from one small 
seed. Why not organise a family 
competition to see who can grow the 
tallest? 

Cut and come again lettuce is great 
for children to learn where food comes 
from while radish is another easy to 
grow crop which matures fast. If you 
sow them now, you could be 
harvesting them in around a month's 
time - a simple but rewarding activity 
for the children. 


good for attracting beneficial insects 
as well. 

Pumpkins will provide all you 
need for the next Halloween. It's a 
little late to start sowing these now 
as you'd normally start them off in 
April indoors, but as with many 
other veg and flowering plants, you 
can cheat by buying small seedlings 
in the garden centre. They are ready 
for outdoor planting now. 

Succulents and cacti are all the 
rage at the moment and small plants 
can be picked up cheaply in lots of 
stores. Create a mini desert 
landscape with sand and add 
features from the toy box such as 
little cowboys or animals to spark 
their imagination. 

Make a wormery. Wearing 
gardening gloves, create layers of 
soil and sand in a big jar. Find some 
worms in the garden, pop them in 
and add some veg peelings and 
old fruit. Put the lid on - 
punching a few holes in the top 
for aeration - and watch them do 
their magic work. 

Section off an area of the 
garden for the children - let 
them take ownership and 
responsibility for their own 
patch. There are plenty of 
kid-size tools that will help 
to encourage them and are 
easier for little hands to use. 

To stimulate an interest in 
gardening, just walk around 
with them pointing out fun 
things such as snapdragons, 
foxgloves, and tactile and 
soft plants such as stachys. 

Get children to close their 
eyes and identify some of the 
wonderful smells in the herb 
garden such as mint, thyme, 
rosemary, lavender and lemon 
balm. 

Crush Nepeta to release its 
fragrance, inhale the sweet 
smell of roses, watch a bee 
burrow into a flower for nectar 
and enjoy the delicious 
chocolate aroma from Cosmos 
atrosanguineus. Open their eyes 
to the wonder that is nature and 
the joy of outdoor life and it will 
be repaid for years to come.

■ Plan for next spring - now's 
the time to start sowing seeds 
of Beilis perennis, polyanthus, 
pansies and wallflowers so 
they will be in flower (when 


very little else is) for 
brightening up the garden in 
late winter/early spring. 

■ Tackle bindweed in the 
borders - remove by digging 
up every piece of white root 
or paint on weed killer (you 
don't want to kill other plants 
in the process by spraying 
wildly).

V hile their dinky 
[ two-seater MX-5 
continues to take 
all the headlines 
and plaudits, Mazda 
UK has quietly and more subtly 
being doing extremely well sales 
wise in the highly competitive 
compact SUV/Crossover with 
their CX-5 model since its first 
launch back in 2012. 


It currently accounts for more 
than 20 per cent of their total UK 
annual sales and this is set to be 
further enhanced from June 30 
when the second generation CX-5 
arrives in dealer showrooms 
with again a choice of either 
diesel or petrol engines with 
prices starting at a competitive 
£25,695 for the former and £23,695 
for the latter. 


At first glance there might 
seem to little difference in looks 
to the original model but Mazda 
UK boss Jeremy Thomson 
declares: “There are three key 
areas of change we wanted to see 
- a slightly more stylish front 
end look, overall improvements 
in terms of comfort and 
refinement inside and lastly to 


make it much quieter to drive. 

“All three have been achieved 
and there’s all round new levels 
of sophistication and higher 
standard equipment levels while 
prices have only risen on 
average by between £200 and £900 
compared to the outgoing 
models,” he explains. “Crucially 
too we have been able to 
maintain our reputation of 
Mazda’s love of driving with this 
new model with improved 
handling and less interior noise 
and vibration.” 

He went on: “We’ve had 
excellent residual values too on 
the first generation and expect 
that to be maintained on this 
new model with again an equal 
mix of both retail and fleet sales 
with the best selling version 
likely to be the 2WD Sport Nav 
manual (£28,695) and total sales 
for the rest of this year over 
8 , 000 .” 

The subtle styling changes 
show a nice slightly wider grille 
at the front and better headlights 
along with slimmer tail lights 
which overall gives the car a 
smarter and freshen up. 

Interior wise again on initial 
inspection there may not appear 


to be too many changes but there 
are with far better all round 
quality, including soft-touch trim 
finishing with plenty of chrome 
on the dashboard and doors and 
the seats are more comfortable 
too. 

The seven-inch infotainment 
screen is now free standing 
while the main instruments and 
controls are much the same as 
before but for the driver there’s a 
new head-up display shown on 


the windscreen rather than the 
pop-up out of the top of the 
dashboard last time round 
making it much easier for the 
driver to use. 

A minor improvement which 
will please many is that all 
interior storage pockets have 
been deepened to give more room 
so avoiding that niggle on the 
first version I encountered 
where bottles of water and the 
like kept falling out of them 


when on the move last time 
around! 

The platform and wheelbase 
are unchanged as are the engines 
with the choice of a two-litre 
148bhp petrol or a 2.2-litre 
turbocharged diesel with two 
outputs - 163bhp or 173bhp - 
with a choice of either a 
six-speed manual or automatic 
gearbox and again as before the 
AWD only being offered with the 
diesels. 

Underneath Mazda claim this 
model has 15 per cent more 
torsional rigidity thanks to a 
revised chassis and a new torque 
vectoring system as already seen 
on the Mazda 3 and 6 and better 
overall stability is helped by the 
car sitting 35mm lower than the 
previous model. 

To cut out the noise inside 
which some owners complained 
about on the original model 
Mazda engineers have added 
50kg of sound deadening and on 
first drive it’s clear that this has 
worked - the interior is so much 
quieter once on the move with 
hardly any noise intrusion from 
the engine or road surface. 

The 2.2-litre AWD Sport Nav 
with automatic gear change is 


impressive on a first drive with 
good mid range acceleration 
when needed and decently 
smooth gearshifts up and down 
and with nicely weighted 
steering there’s good, accurate 
turn-in for those twisty country 
bends and hardly any body roll 
to notice. 

The car sits on 19-inch wheels 
which was okay but slightly 
better for a softer ride and 
excellent cruising then the SE-L 
Nav models sitting on 17-inch 
wheels is the answer in my book. 

Either way and whatever 
model a driver chooses the 
overall ride and drive is much 
smoother and quieter and this 
latest CX-5 is all round better in 
crucial areas in terms of comfort 
and lower noise levels. 

The more budget conscious 
buyer looking at the high levels 
of standard equipment on the 
SE-L Nav models won’t be 
disappointment - it has much 
more on offer than before and 
includes an impressive list of 
privacy glass, LED headlights 
and fog lamps, front and rear 
parking sensors, heated auto 
power folding door mirrors, rain 
sensing front wipers and more.
